Mr. Louis Lewis, the defence The prisuner wae а clerk to Messrs. 
L-vy Brothers, of doundsditoh, who kept ва aco»unt with the Lon- 
don Juint-stook Bank About а quarter to оре o'clock on Saturday, 
a very busy part of the day, tue prisoner entered the bsok and pre- 
sented for рву ment aoross the counter & chequs for £25 53. 61, pur- 
porting to be drawn by one of the firm uf Levy Brothers, and en- 
dorsed to Mr. Thomas Hill. Mr. Holtham, tbe cashicr, to whom it 
was tendeied, haviug reason to doubt the genuineness of the signs- 
ture, asked the priscner if he саше from Messrs. Levy. He replied 
in the negative, and explained that he had received 15 from them on 
the previous day. He was then asked if the name, Thomas 
Hill, on the back of the cheque was his, and һе replied 
that it was. The cashier, not being satisfied, directed а clerk 
ia thé bank to go with the prisoner to Messrs. Levy to see 
if the cheque was genuine, the clerk taking with him suf- 
ficient money to oash it if it should prove to be so, On 
toeir leaving the bank for that purpose the prisoner hesitated to go, 
stating that he was a commission sgent, that he had ац eppoint- 
ment at the West-end, aud that he wonld rather leave the oheque 
wiih the clerk until Monday morning. The clerk, however, tn- 
sisted that he should go with him to Meseres. Levy, and ue oot- 
tented. On arriving there the prisoner asked to see a Ме. Field, 
who he said kept the books of tho establishment, and was the duly 
person who could prove the suthenticity of the cbeque. Mr. Field, 
however, was not iu, and after waiting nearly au hour without 
seeing him, the prisoner took the clerk who bad accompanied him 
aside, and told him the fact was tbat he found the cheque, wrote 
the endorsement on the back, acd tried to caeh it at the bank. One 
of the brothers Levy came in during the conversation, and on see- 
iug che oheque was not able to speak to the genuineness of the six- 
nature, he nob being the partner who wrote the cheques of the 
firm; but he prodroed bis cheque-book, and found that ore 
whole sheet, containing the forms for three cheques, had 
been abstracied frou it, and that the cheque iu question bad been 
wriiten on оре of those forms. Тие 01-1 К then ьекей Me. Levy to 
Coisin the prisoner uatil be returned to the ban« to consal: the 
mavager, but he refused to assume the responsibility, aud tue clerk 
took i; upon himself aud gave the prisoner into custody. On the way 
to the police-atation the prisoner remarked to the constable that ts 
was no use selling any lies about tho matter; that he found the 
obeeque in а closet of his master’s premises, a.d put it into his 
роо, where it remained until Saturday, and th.t his master 
naving sent him that cay on an errand to the West-end, he was 
pessiug the bank in Prinoe's-sireet, and an evil thought having 
euterei his mind, be went in and tried to cash it.

Mr. Aldermau Finnis re- 
manded the prisoner until S«tarday, aud declined to entertain an 
application by Mr. Lewis to admit him to bail in the meantime.

gentleman; and Edwin Jeffeison, of Oak Villes, Victoria Park- 
rad, Hackney, gevileman, were brought before Mr. Cooke, 
charged with brutally torturing three oste by killing the seme with 
two dogs. Police-constable Hare, 182 N, deposed: About halt- 
past twelve o'clock on the night of Sutarasy last, while on doty in 
Churob-street, Hackney, I saw the prisoners coming towards me, 
and heard в ost making а ory, моо; as the prisoners passed 
me Edwards said to Wooley, “1 wish 1 had your dog st my house, 
he might kill plenty of cate there.” After proceeding a little dis- 
tanos Í beard enother oat halloo. Mr. Safford (olerk): Ав if in 
pain? Witness: Yeo, sir. | followed, sud heard them set the 
dogs on another oat, In what way? Describe it.—By making а 
hissing noise, and ssying, "Bh:ke it." On hasening up 1 saw 
one of the dogs killing a catin the road. 1 asked, “ Who belongs 
to the doge?" and they esch denied being the owner; but Mr. 
Wooley afierwards ssid, * l'hey are mine.” Another constable 
came up, and the three gentlemen were taken into custody.

One of the cate was 
very badly torn about George Palmer, a fireman, examined: At 
the time in question I eaw thy three gentlemen st the ber with 
two doge—une а greyhound, and the other like a blooduound. 
(Prisoner Wooley: No. Lt is а Mount Bt. Bervard ) Presently Г 
heard a row with some cats. I went up the road and saw а dead 
cat. Lheard Edwards express в wish to have Wooley's dog st 
bis house. I followed them. A oat ran from а doorway. At 
that moment the dogs were behind the gentlemen. They 
made а noise. The dogs ran forward, and one of them 
canght the ost, and the gentlemen ran а little forward, 
langbiog. One of them remarked “ That is the second һе bas 
killed.” After passing the railway there was another oat. 
One of the oats, all three of which were in court, was produced, 
its colour black and white, and the loins apparently smashed. 
Mr. Vann мапгей the magistrat. that bis clients most deeply re- 
gretted what had occurred; they had no intention cf рг»оивїг 
cruelty, and knew nothivg, as they asserted, of any other cat thau 
that s en by the constable wounded by one of the dogs in the road ; 
they emphatically denied having set the animal on to that oa:, but 
had instead used their best endeavours to rescue it. Osts were 
abundant in that neighbourhood, as indeed every where, and it was 
the nature of dogs to attack them. Moreover, he (Mr. Vann) couid 
not consider this a case euch as contemplated by ‘по Ас; of Parlia- 
ment; ail three gentlemen beiog charged, it was impossible to 
bring out the entire facts, but this was the groundwork of the də- 
fence, the whole affair was simpy & misadventure. Mr. Oooke, in 
dealing with the оме, said: I make no doubt of the facts. И the 
prisoners had been simply walking together without intent to com- 
mit cruelty, and had, when accidentally there was occasion for in- 
terference, reatrained, or tried to reatrain, the doge, they would not 
then bave been criminally responsible, although they migat civilly 
be во to the owners of the oate; but it is very different; by ths 
evidence of three witnesses it is clearly shown that they all inoited 
the dogs to kill at least one oat, snd 1 order each to psy а penalty 
of 402, or be imprisoned twenty-one days. Tbe бре was paid. The 
aot empowers thies months’ imprisonment without fine.

The waiter 
had done what he oaght uot to have done in stopping him (defend- 
ant), aud tbe defesdant hed beea guilty of an excess, and was 
wrong in hie notloa ot the law.

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A HOUSE BLOWN DOWN 
BY THE WIND. 


А GALE of slmost uuprece- 
dented violence swept over 
Hall on Sanday night, which 
continued with unabated fary 
till aboat Monday at noon. 
Tbe storm, which came from 
the west, wae at its beight 
about half-past nine o'clook 
on Monday morning. At tbat 
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hour в building in course of 
erection for Mr. Oollison, 
coach builder, was blown down. 
At tbe back of this building 
there was в court in Temper- 
ance-strect, named Emma's- 
Jace, containing ten houses, 
and the rabbieb from the fall- 
ing building was thrown 
down upon those on the 
western side of the court, 
orushing them to their founda- 
tions. ‘wo houses in Tem- 
perance - street were also 
knocked down. The smsli 
tenements were crushed 89 
suddenly and во completely 
that none of their inmates had 
the time or the opportunity 
to escape into the street, spd 
most of them were busied 
alive beneath the ruins. Io- 
formation of the catastrophe 
was at once conveyed to the 
central po'ioe-station, Parlia- 
mept-street, and а large body 
of constables, under the direo- 
uon of 1nepeotor Doroer, were 
sent to the place. Picks and 
shovels were soon procured, 
and the policemen, һа well as 
а large staff of workmen from 
the North-Eastern Railway 
Btation, set to work to extri- 
cate the killed and wounded 
from the ruins. The house 
immediately behind the new building, in Temperenoe-sireet, was 
occupied by & tailor named Newmaroh, his wife, end two children 
—5 son end daughter. At the time of the acoldent the family were 
in the bagement story, into which the brioke, mortar, end rubbish 
fell. The father, seeing the ceiling give way, made for the door, 
dragging his wife with him, but both were struck down on the 
floor. Newmarch managed to ога! beneath в couch, and а joist 
falling at the same time across that piece of farniture, he was ibus 
prese: ved, snd was soon got out, his only injury being & contagion 
of the knee. The two children, who had тап tothe window, were 
aleo got ont very little the worse.
